BOASTJiO ALIVE. 


Tragedy la Higb Life at the State 


Capital. 


A trageay m high life was brought to 


light at Springfield yesterday by tbe 
burning ot aa outhouse on tbe premises 
ot Mrs. N, Little, * prominent and 
wealthy woman. When the crowd gath- 
ered aronnd the burning building they 
were startled to hear tbe ebrieks of a man 
evidently confined within tbe structure, 
who for some reason WM unable to ee- 
oape and waa being roasted to death in 
tbe flames. Every effort wu made to 
re&one the unfortunate man, but ID vain, 
and when the fire was extinguished by 
tbe firemen tbe horribly distorted body 
WM found burned to a crisp. 


The victim wae Homer Eimble, eon of 


O. W. Kimble, of Denver, Col. He waa 
a nephew of P. F. Kimble, a. prominent 
merchant of Springfield, and discharged 
from the insane aeylnm at Jacksonville 
acme time ego as incurable. Being vio- 
lent and dangeRHUi he was kept in this 
outhouse, where he was chained to bis 
bed.

Dr. H. D. BTeil 
answered the call and he worked with 
the girl for several hoars. Be gave ber 
au emetic and it worked well. The doc- 
tor hue visited Miss Neff several times 
to-day and is giving her every needed at- 
tention. She may recover; the doctor is 
not yet propai ed to eey, however, tbat 
she will. 


When the KEFUBIICAH reporter called 


at tbe boose Miss Neft was very weak. 
At the head of tbe bed was her brother- 
in-law, William Talbot, who waa bathing 
her head with whiskey and camphor, 
Mre. Talbot wsa at Laura's Bide giving 
her lemonade and in other ways contrib- 
uting to bir comfort. At intervals Lanra 
would grobt and complain of heat, and 
occasionally ehe would have spells of 
vomiting. The reporter asked Lanra 
why sbe had taken poison. She answer- 
ed: bOb, why do yon want t* know; I 
didn't ask yon to come here; I knew yon 
were a reporter as soon as yon came in. 
I'll not say why I tried to take my life," 


Mre. George Sackett, the landlady of 


rl* hotel, had but little to say. Sbe ad- 
ID tt-d that Lanra bad been in Deoatnr 
hU ut two years and that she had worked 
at tbe hotel and in different parts of the 
i!«y until just before theholidaysi. Then 
the took a room at the hotel and has 
since been boarding there. 
She didn't 


know whether Lanra had been keeping 
company with anyone or not. She oonld 
not tell and didn't want to talk about 
tbe case.

CRAWFORD TO HANG. 


The Death Penalty Promptly 


InSioted by the Jury. 


How tha Verdict was Received by 


the Crowd—A Oheer of 


ApprovaL 


OUT OlOiT AN HOUB. 


The arguments in tbe W. H. Crawford 


murder oaae were concluded at 4:26 
o'clock Wednesday evening. Judge Vail 
consumed fifteen minutes in submitting 
tbe roatrnotione, Tha jary retired and 
the prisoner was removed to the sheriffs 
office, 


Jnst an hoot elapsed, and st 5:40 


o'clock Judge Tail read the verdict in 
open court, in the presence of the jury, 
the prisoner and the crowd whioh packed 
the oonrt room. The verdict was: 


"We, the Jury, find the defendant 


guilty of nra.der, and fix the penalty at 
death," 


Neither of the attorneys for the con- 


demned man was in the court room. 
Judge Vail asked Crawford if be had an; 
question to aak the jury. L e made DO 
sign nor answer, and Judge Tail ordered 
the officers to take the prisoner to jail. 
Orawtord made no sign otherthan lifting 
bisey<»lid* when tha verdict was read. As 
he arose to paee through the crowd at 
the bidding of the otfioers, the orowa 
gave a ringing cheer of approval over the 
verdict, and one men shouted "Hang 
biro!" The officers shot the man off and 
Crawford got oat eafely. 


The asaal crowd rushed off to Wood 


etreet and the jail to see Crawford enter 
the prison. There was no violence at- 
tempted. 


In making up the verdict the jury took 


five ballot*; one solid against insanity; 
one informal on murder, solid, and then 
a solid vote finding Crawford guilty of 
murder; then a ballot on punishment 
which wae solid for the death penalty, 
oloting with a solid for IB el ballot 'inflict- 
ing 'bf* d«dth penalty.

vindicated. That ww enough. Bnt the 
cheer had to come, and it came with a 
will. Such & thrilling outburst of popu- 
lar approval was never before- heaid in a 
court of justice in Macon county. 


TODOS fcTNOB Wi9 BEADY. 


It is related by a citizen of Decstnr, 


who was posted as to what was going on 
in the court room last evening, just be- 
fore the verdict WBS brought in giving 
Crawford the death penalty, that ID ease 
tbe veidicl had been anything short of 
death, Crawford would have been dragged 
oat of the ct urt roc m at the end of a 
rope end hung to the nearest tree. The 
gentleman states that ai! of th» plans for 
the rush were perfected; that tlbtermined 
men were secretly placed inside the bur; 
that the signals were agreed npou, and 
that the rope was cot oi-ly ready, bat 
concealed on the person of a party in the 
court room. It was fortunate for the 
Credit of tbe county, and the safety of 
theiJenee th.onff in tbecoart room, Uiat 
the verdict met with general approval. 


OOtONSL MATHIiS, 


The verdict satisfies Colonel Mathiae 


and hie personal Friends. Tbe Colonel 
has acquitted himi-elf sensibly and hon- 
orably daring the trying ordenl through 
which he hoe passed, He ha* had firm 
faith in the honor ot hie murdered wife 
from the first, and any intimation reflect- 
ing on her character has been promptly 
condemned by him. It was Woodruff a 
dssitardly suggestion on tbe witness 
stand which provoked the Colonel to at- 


tempt tits assault in open court. H» 
could not bar* don* UM, and many then 
ara who hoped that hs mould ban got st 
Woodruff tbat memorable day. 


The Colonel taid to-day: "I am glad 


that Crawford did not die bom his •elf- 
inflicted wounds. I Am glad in* oaae 
came to trial, beeanae it afforded an op- 
portunity to convince me and tbe people 
that poor Llnawas true to me and tbe 
children, and that she died with a clear 
record none who beard the testimony 
and know tbe circumstances will deny.

murder case were closed at *:25 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, 
D Attorney Webber spoke for half an 
hour, wben he gave way to Attorney 
John H. McCoy, who also addressed the 
jury on behalf of the defence. He ap- 
pealed to the jury for an impartial exam- 
ination ot the evidence in the CRae—a 
careful analysis of the circumstances. He 
insisted that the insanity defense was 
commenced by the prisoner himeelf, Mr. 
McCoy addressed the jury for 35 minutes 
and made a strong argument for hie side 
of the osee. He bad all ot the salient 
points ot tbe oaee down pat and present- 
ed them in a way that woold best serve 
his client. 


Attorney A. H. Mills made the closing 


address for the prosecution, beginning at 
2;4E o'clock, and closing at 4:25, It was 
an u ble and eloquent address, pronounced 
by many to bsve been one of the beet ot 
the trial. He eaid there was no insanity 
in the caoe. He said there wae no insm 
ity in the case. It is murder or it is 
nothing. Mr. Mills paid his respects to 
Mr. Webber's argument and to Crawford 
and Woodruff. Wben Woodruff made 
tbe statement about Col, Mothias being 
present he broke the limb that had on it 
the hornets' nest, and the boruets began 
to get at him. Then the counsel tor the 
defense changed their tactics. Inclosing 
Mr. Mills gave hie theory of the way in 
which the crime wee oommitied, and at 
last left the case in thebandeof the jury. 


Now that the fate of W. H. Crawford, 


tbe condemned murderer who bed a fair 
trial, ia settled, one would suppose that 
people would loee interest in the man, 
bnt encb is not the case. It, ia doubtful 
if the interest will cease until long after 
Crawford has atietched hemp in tbe 
jail yard. 


OBIUJta PABTICiuAB. 


Since Crawford made an attempt to 


commit suicide, he baa been annoyed by 
a sore in bis neck, whioh leJueed to heal, 
He out into his windpipe with the razor, 
and that slash has left a hole in bis neck 
which he will carry to his grave. Yeeter- 
day when Dr. Heil was at the jail, Ciaw- 
ford made a last appeal to have that 
hole sewsd up; he said it looked bad, 
and it annoyed him. The Doctor re- 
fused tbe request, believing that the 
wound will beal, and so Crawford had 
to go around the jail as usual with the 
handkerchief around bis neck 


OQILLBD HIM, 


A constable visited the jail. While 


there he shook hands with Crawford. 
To a friend the constable eaid: "111 tell 
yon, I don't, think Crawford has any 
blood in him. Why, when I took hold of 
bis hand, it waa ae oold aa the band of 
the dead; it seemed like ice, it nearly 
froze me. I'll feel that chilly grasp as 
long ae I life," 


TOOK A SHAVE 


Charley Grist, the ubiquitous barber 


at A. T. Oriel's eho^, took his kit to the 
jail yesterday and gave Crawford a ehave. 
It was suggested to Sheriff Perl that 
possibly it might be dangerous tor Qraw- 
ford to be cnywhpre near a weapon that 
could be ut>ed to deet'Oy lire; but the 
idea of tbe priboner doing violence to 
himself was not sen on el/ tntrrlained, 
end Charley W«B coureg' cue enough to 
give Bill his regular ehuva.

Thie is tbe first break in tbe 
ine, and tbe other South American 
JUtes will be compelled, ia order to 
stand on an equality with Brazil in their 
iradewnhus,lo enter into similar arrange- 
ments. Onba, to save her sugar trade, will 
also necessarily have to fall into line. 
Phis arrangement, which except in oase 
of bidee, is simply buying ot Brazil that 
wbioh we do not prodace and which we 
need, and selling to her that which we 
produce and which Brazil must have. 
While a legitimata protective tariff law
